" SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  to  Towyn  and  Bryncrug  is  from  upland  streams  at 
Braich-y-rhiw,  land  treated  by  a battery  of  pressure  filters  and  by 
chlorination.  The  filtering  media  and  distributing  pipes  were 
r;enewed.  There  was  no  failure  of  the  supply  during  the  year. 

The  water  supply  for  ATerdovey  is  from  upland  streams  at.  Cwm- 
^erml  and  Nant-y-AGwenlli,  and  supplemented  by  land  springs  at 
Bwlchgwyn.  The  chlorination  plant  did  not  operate  satisfactorily. 
There  was  no  shortage  during  the  year. 

The  village  of  Cwit  obtains  its  supply  from  the  Talgarth  main. 
The  water  was  satisfactory  in  quality,  althoug/h  the*  pressure  was 
rather  poor. 

Land  springs,  wells,  and  streams  provide  supplies  to  isolated 
houses  and  farms. 

Consideration  was  given  to  proposals  for  the  provision  of  a new 
w^ater  supply  from  Afon  Dyffryngwyn  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
additjional  demands  by  the  War  Department  at  Morfa  Camp,  Towyn, 
and  in  the  district  generally.  This  was  abandoned  in  favour  of  a 
scheme  based  on  the  River  Fathew,  in  conjunction  with  the  existing 
source  of;  supply  at  Braich-y-rhiw. 


On  ilie  distribution  side,  the  main  work  undertaken  has  comprised 
the  laying  of  a new  main  along  Neptune  Road  from  the  High  Street 
to  Bryndedwydd. 

Thirty  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Aberystwyth.

TOWYN. — Water  carriage  to  the  sea.  The  outfall  pipe  is  fractured 
in  two  places  and  the  seaward  po7*tion  of  the  pipe  was  found  to  be 
completely  blocked. 


ABERDOVEY. — Water  carriage  to  the  Dovey  Estuary.  The  outfall 
pipe  was  blocked  and  it  was  necessary  to  cut  an  opening  in  the  pipe 
above  lofw  water  mark  where  it  emerged  through  the  Wharf  and  to 
control  the  discharge  according  to  the  state  of  the  tide. 

BRYNCRUG. — Night  soil  collected  with  household  refuse  three  times 
a week.  Work  was  continued  on  the  construction  of  a new  sewerage 
scheme  for  tlie  village. 

CWRT. — Night  soil  collected  with  household  refuse  once  a week. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  collection  undertaken  by  Contractors.  Twice  weekly 
collection  at  Towyn  and  Aberdovey;  three  times  a week  at  Bryncrug 
and  once  a week  at  Cwrt.  Disposal  is  by  tipping. 

There  is  no  general  collection  tof  salvaged  waste  materials. 
Traders  at  Towyn  and  Aberdovey  dispose  of  their  waste  paper  at  two 
depots  provided  by  the  Council.
